'$ Laude Du Vall was born Anno 1643, at Domfront 


in Normandy, a place very Famous for the Ex- 
cellency and Healthfulneſs of the Air, and for the 
Production of Mercurial wits : at the time of his Birth (as 
we have fince found by Re&ification of his Nativity by 
Accidents)rhere was a ConjunRtion of Fenw and Merce- 

#y, certain Preſages of very good Fortune, but of a ſhort. 
Continuance, His Father was Pierre Du Yall a Miller, 
his Mother Margnerite de 1a Roche a Tailors Daughter, 
 Fhear no hurtofhis Parents, they lived in as much Repu- 
ration and Honeſty, as their Conditions and Qccupations 
would permit.

-There are ſome that confidently averr he was born, in 
Swock- Aily without . Biſhopſgate z that his Father was 2 
Cook, and ſold boil'dBeef and Portage - Bur:this report

to diſpreve it ſeveral ways: 1 will-only urge one De- 
mopnftrative Argumebt againſt ir, If he had been botn 
there he had been no Frenchman, but if he had not been 
a Frenchman , *tis abſolutely impoſſible he ſhould have. 
been ſo much beloved in his Life, and lamented ar his 
Death by the Exgliſh Ladies. 

His Father and Mother had not been long married, 
when- Marguerite long'd for Pudding and Mince- Pie, 
which the good Man was fain to beg for her at an Engliſh 
Merchants in Rowen: which was a certain ſign of his in- 
clination to England. They were very merry at his Chriſt- 
ning, and his Father without any-grumbling paid alſo 
there Fees for his Burial, which-is an extraordinary 
Cuſtom-at Dowfropt,, not exercis'd any whereel(e in all 
France, and of which 1 count my felt obliged to give 
the Reader a particular Account. | 

In the days of Charles the ninth of that name, the Cu- 
rate of Domfront (for ſo the French name- him whom 
we call Parſon and. Vicar,) out of his own head began 
a ſtrange Iihovarion and Oppreſſion in that Pariſh; thar 
is, he abſolutely denied to baptize any of their Chil. 
dren, ifthey would nor at the ſame time pay him alſo 
the'Fitneral Fees 3 and, [what was worſe, he would g ive 
them 10 reaſon for this alteration, but only promiſed to 
enter Bond for himſelf and. his Succeſſors,. that hereafter 
all perſons paying ſo attheir Chriſtning, ſhould be buri- 
&d grats:What't ink yethe poor people did tn this.caſe 2 
they did not pull his S#rplice over his Ears, nor tear his 
Mafi-Book, nor throw Crickets at his head 3 nogthey hum- 
bly defired him to alterhis Reſolurion,and amicably rea- 
foned it with him ; but he being a capricious fellow-gave 
ehem yo other anſwet,bur, What T have done, L have done: 
- rake you Remedy Where Fyoll can find ir/tisnot for men of 
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my C844 to give an Account of my Ations to the Zazty, 
Which was a ſurly and quarrelſome Anſwer, and unbe- 
fitting-a Prieſt, Yet this did not provoke his Pariſhioners 
to ſpeak one ill word againſt his Perſon or FunQion, or 
todoanyillegal At. They only took the regular way 
of complaining of him to his-Ordinary, the Archbiſhop 
of Kowew, Upon Summons he appears, the Archbiſhop 
rakes himup roundly, tells him he deſcrves deprivation, 
if chat can be proved which 15 objeQed againſt him, 
and asks him , What' he has toſay for himſelf > After 
his due reverence, he an{wers,: that he acknowledges the 
Fa, to ſave the time of examining:Witneſles,” bur de - 
fires his Grace to hear his Reaſons, and then do unto him 
as he ſhallſee cauſe. 1 bave been, ſaics he, Curate of 
this Pariſh theſe ſeven years, -in that time I have one 
year with another baptized a hundred Children, and bu- 
ried not one, At firſt Ltejoyced at my good Fortune to 
be placed in ſo good an air.: :But looking. into the” Re- 
giſter Book 1 found for a hundred years back near the 
ſame Number yearly baptiz'd, and;not one.above- five 
year old buried, And, which did more amaze_me, I find 
the number of the Communicants to. be no. greater now 
than they were then *. this ſeem'd to me a great myſtery, 
but-upon further inquiry Ifound out the true cauſe of it, 
for all that are born at Domfropt. were hanged at Rowen. 
I did this to keep my Pariſhioners from hanging, incou- 
raging them to die at home, the burial duties being al- 
ready paid. - oo 4217 In 
The Archbifhop demanded ofthe Parifhioners, Whe- 
ther this was true or not ? they anſwered, that too many of 
them came tothat unlucky end at Ronen. Wellthen,ſaid he. 
I approve of what the Curate has done,and will cauſe my: 
, Secretary in perperuam Ret Memoriam to make an At of 
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itz. which A& the Curate carried home with him, and 
the. Pariſh cheerfully ſubmitted to ir; and: have found 
much good 'by:it 5 for within lefs than twenty years there 
died Ghledn of natural Deaths, and now there dic three or

\ Buttoreturn to Ds Yall, 'twill not I hope be expeRed 
that I ſhould in a true Hiftory, play the Romancer, and 
deſcribe all his A&ions from his Cradle to his Saddle,tel- 
ling what childiſh Sports he was beſt at, and who were 
his play-fellows ; that were enough to make the Truth 
of the whole Narration 'ſuſpe&ed, only one important 
Accident I ought not to omit.
